On the same day 
representatives of McGraw-Hill, the 
publisher, and Time - Life Hagazine together 
with representatives from the New York 
County District Attorney's Office appeared 
at the office of U.S. Attorney, Southern 
District of New York (SDNY) and sought 
Federal assistance in this case. The 
Chief of the Criminal Division, SDNY, has 
advised that a Fraud by Wire violation or 
Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property 
(ITSP) violation exists if in fact the real 
iHoward Hughes did not receive the $650,000 
worth of checks which were sent from New 
York to Switzerland.
